Immediately upon receipt of the Examiner's Action, the undersigned Agent 
called the Examiner to discuss the Action and conduct a brief telephone 
interview.

December 2001. 
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Reply to Examiner's Action of January 27, 2005 

35 U.S.C. §102(e) requires that a prior art reference cited against a patent 
application itself be an application for patent or be a previously granted patent. 
But the Reich reference cited by t!he Examiner is a journal publication, not an 
application for patent or a previously granted patent. The Applicants therefore 
respectfully submit that this claim rejection is improper. 

In the telephone interview, the Examiner agreed that the 35 U.S.C. 
§102(e) rejection of the claims was improper and indicated that he would issue a 
new Examiner's Action. The Applicants have not to date received a new Action 
and therefore request that the Examiner withdraw this rejection of the claims.
